SURGEONS ACCUSE COMMANDERS 


AND VICE VERSA. 


Washington, Sept. 2 -Special—The dispute as to who 


is responsible for the ills from 
which the soldiers in camp 


and field have suffered has resolved itself into a controversy 
between the medical staff and the commanding officers. The 
latter insist that the surgeons were negligent and indolent 
that they would not use the means at their command for the 
relief of the ailing unless it was brought to them on a silver 
salver ornamented with gold fringe, and that they would not 
put themselves to the slightest inconvenience to a save a life. 
This the mrgeons deny, and retort that the commanding 
officers made no effort to procure medicines, which were fre- 
quently not to be obtained; that they ordered men upon duty 
who ought to be in the hospitals; that they camped their men 
in insalubrious localities when better grounds were available, 
•and were in a1! respects overbearing and sometimes cruel. 
Much of the truth may rest in the charges of both sides, and 
those in authority are hopeful that out of the controversy 
facts will be evolved which will lead to fixing the responsi- 
bility where it justly belongs.

The experiences of a chaplain on 


board a United Siataa vessel of war 
formed the theme of a lectuie given at 
Court Street church last evening by

sultry one and the atteudacca was 
consequently small but those present 
were amply repaid for coming out. 


It was merely by accident that Dr. 


Curtis secured his appointment.

heard (hat the chaplain of the ct. 
Paul was ill and ofiere.i hie services 
ai a substitute without pay. 
They 


were accepted and he at once provided 
himself with all the wholesome reading ! 
matter he could procure and was 
ready for the voyage. 
The cruising 


of the St. taul in the Oarribean Sea 
and elsewhere was graphically des- 
cribed. The SP. Paul wa« first used 
as a scout ship and as sueh dis- 
covered Cervera and alone blockaded 
Santiago harbor for several 
days. 


Later it was raised as a troop ihip, 
and eo Dr. Curtis' parish wai made 
up of three classes of men, the troops 
who we e being transported, the sail- 
ors and the marines, generally two 
thousand in all. 


Dr. Curtis then dcsc'ibed several 


typical scenes on board at night,when 
the deck, six hundred feet long, was 
literally j »mmed with men lying on 
their blankets, trying to go to sleep;

side, and the greatest study of all, the 
mess table. The captain meases alone 
and the other officers mess together. 
The mess table, with the converea'ion 
of those who enjoyed it, was a revela- 
tion to Dr. Curtis.

Tho Water Viper. 


In the reptile house of the Zoological 


gardens, London, there is one snake,

The bite of f.his small snake is not 
more fatal than the bite of the rattle- 
snake, hut the increased danger lies 
in the fact -that the ivater viper is 
much more ready to attack any one. 
The rattlesnake is so timid that it al- 
ways tries to escape, and only bites 
when it cannot do so. On the other 
hand, the water viper boldly faces* the 
danger, and at once makes ready to 
attack either person or animal.

ther, the rattlesnake announces its 
presence by means of the rattle in its 
curious tail, whiuh gives it its name. 
But the 
water 
v.iper silently and 


stealthily inflicts a deadly -wound be- 
fore its presence is known. 
Though 


fend ot the water, in which it spends 
much time, it likes to bask in the sun. 
To enjoy the .warmth it often climbs 
a tree on the bank »f a river, and 
coils itself on a branch which over- 
hangs the sftream. 
When hungry, it 


simply lets go its -hold, drops into the 
water and swims away. By means of 
its tail, which it waves from side to 
side, it swims very fast, and it is also 
an expert diver. In speed it can out- 
swim the fishes on which it feeds.
